William Carey Blazed Missionary 
Trail With Little Support 

William Carey was the pioneer of the modern Protes¬ 
tant missionaries. 

He was bom in England in 1761 and died in 1834. He 
was a self-educated shoemaker who learned Latin, Greek, 
Hebrew, and went on to become one of the great linguists 
of all time. 

When in a meeting of ministers 
he pleaded for the sending of mis¬ 
sionaries to other lands, he was 
sternly rebuked by the chairman, 

“Sit down, young man; when it 
pleases God to convert the heathen, 

He will do it without your help.” 

Not until he was 33 was he able 
to sail for India, and even then 
he had to go in a Danish ship be¬ 
cause the East India Company re¬ 
fused to transport a fanatical mis¬ 
sionary. 

Overcomes Hardship 
Hardships of every kind were 
endured: poverty, sickness, perse¬ 
cution, failure. Mrs. Carey lost her 
mind and for 14 years was kept 
under restraint as hopelessly in¬ 
sane. Financial support from home 
dwindled and then stopped entire¬ 
ly. For 40 years of heroic service 
Carey receive a total of $3,000 
from the society which had sent 
him out. 

With unsurpassed heroism and 
fortitude, he struggled on until he 
and the comrades who joined him 
later had achieved a monumental 
record which scarcely can be be¬ 
lieved.

Santa Ana’s new fire department 
headquarters station, formally op- 
oned last Sunday with more than 
2,300 persons attending, waited 
three days oefore receiving its first 
tue call. 

First call for equipment from 

man 3^* arteM sUtion came at 
10.40 Wednesday morning, with 

the ho. 5 engine company and the 
fmtiad truck from 1 lead quarters go- 
lug to 8J7 French, an apartment 
house. The fire, caused by waste 
paper ignited by nearby gas stove, 
occurred in the second floor apart¬ 
ment of the owner, Mrs. Beryl 
Battle, who was absent at the 
time. 

The blaze was reported by the 
downstairs tenant who noticed the 
ceiling becoming blackened. 

The fire was quickly extinguish¬ 
ed by the fire crew which also in¬ 
cluded the No, 1 engine company 
from the North Sycamore Street 
station. 

The Wednesday fire was not only 
the first since the formal opening

Beecher Family Played Leading Roles 
In Shaping American Life 

Concerning Lyman Beecher and his seven sons, who 
were all ministers, and his four daughters, it has been said 
that they were “on fire with good works.” 

Lyman was born in 1775 in New 


Haven and lived until 1863, and 
was the son of “a learned black¬ 
smith.^ After Yale and the Semi¬ 
nary, he held three Presbyterian 
pastorates, and then went to Cin¬ 
cinnati as president of the Lane 
Theological Seminary. By tempera¬ 
ment he was an evangelist and re¬ 
former. 

By present day standards he was 
extremely conservative in theology, 
but in his day he was looked upon 
as a radical -and was tried for 
heresy, although acquitted. His 
tenacity in holding to the doctrine 
of free will and his vigor in preach¬ 
ing it caused the elders to question 
the orthodoxy of his views about 
predestination. 

Opposed Dueling 

He was a pioneer in the temper¬ 
ance movement and organized the 
first temperance committee on 
record. He opposed dueling and 
published a pamphlet against it 
which had a circulation of 40,000 
copies. He specialized in attacking

gaged in many a heated discussion. 
As an evangelist he was effective 
and powerful in his impact upon 
congregations. His collected works 
were published in three volumes. 

Through his remarkable family 
Lyman Beecher continued his in¬ 
fluence through many decades. He 
was married three times and was 
fortunate in his wives. Of his 
eleven children six of them became 
nationally known, while two of 
these, Henry Ward Beecher an<J 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, achieved 
worldwide renown. Six members 
of the family became authors. A 
bibliography of books by and about 
the Beechers fills 316 lines.

Quaker Pioneer Walked With Faith 
Into Hostile Indian Territory 

One of the most revealing experiences in the life of 
John Woolman the Quaker was; a perilous visit to the 
Indians. 

In 1762 he could not shake off a deepening conviction 
that he ought to visit some Indians about 200 miles from 
Philadelphia, “if haply I might receive some instruction 
from them, or they might be in any degree helped forward 
by my following the leadings of truth among them.’’ 

So important did this mission" 


seem to him that he obtained cer¬ 
tificates from his monthly meet¬ 
ing, quarterly meeting, and general 
meeting, in order to be a messen¬ 
ger of goodwill from the wider 
Quaker fellowship. 

On the eve of his departure word 
came that near Pittsburgh the In¬ 
dians had taken to the warpath. 
Within a few hours “my mind be¬ 
came settled in a belief that it was 
my duty to proceed on my jour¬ 
ney. 

ney.” With friendly Indians as 
En route he was informed that 
some local Indians had gone to 
join the warriors. One evening as 
Woolman went out to meet an 
approaching Indian, “he snatched 
a tomahawk , . . with the startled 


threatening gesture of a wild ant 
mal,” But “I went forward,” Wool* 
man recorded casually, “and speak¬ 
ing to him in a friendly way, per¬ 
ceived he understood some Eng¬ 
lish.” 

Soon they were seated in friend¬ 
ly conversation as the Indian 
smoked his pipe. Still more run¬ 
ners came with ominous news of 
massacres and scalpings ahead. 
Long into the night Woolman 
sought guidance, until “my gra¬ 
cious Father was pleased to give 
quietness.” In the morning they 
proceeded. After 11 days they were 
received in solemn conclave by the 
chief and assembled Indians, and 
then returned safely to their 
homes.

Dear Kirby, 

Many thanks for your brief letter and the word that you were mailing 
the leaflets, etc. I wanted to sit down and write just a few words to 
you as I felt that time was free at this point and a few decisions and 
ideas which grew out of a retreat experience might be of interest to 
you. Several of us from Tale Divinity school were able to get down 
to Kirkridge for the past several days,which provided a much needed 
opportunity to share a bit more intimately with one another in a good 
many areas (the relationship of the Church and F.O.R.$ the ministry of 
reconciliation—both of which were rooted in Bible studyj a study and 
discussion of the South African situation and its relation to the 
negro problems in our own country; and a dosing session i>n which we 
shared with one another as we felt so moved regarding the devotional 
life) in addition to the worship and silent periods, etc., which are 
a part of the Kirkridge plan. One of the concerns which grew out 
of our time together there relates to a problem which I mentioned in 
the letter written to you awhile back...the lack 1 of arty official concern 
on the part of the Divinity school in promoting ths lisacr a deepening of 
the devoticnal life, (which, certainly, is not peculiar to Tale Div. 
School). The five of us that were there felt that perhaps one way of 
doing something along this line would be to see if we might work 
towards a retreat program for next years' first year class...whereby 
j&B a small group of students and a few faculty members might go off 
together for a weekend retreat on the order of Kirkridge and seek to 
know one another and God in a deeper way. We felt that over a good 
many week-ends that something like this is not inconciebable and that 
it would probably meet with the interest of most of the in-coming men 
as well as with the interest of most of the faculty. The real hurdle 
will probably be the problem of faculty time and the "red-tape" that 
is involved in something like this. However, I think that if t a small 
group of us is persistant that something can come herei This certainly 
isn't enough, but it may be a beginning. It was interesting that at 
the Friends meeting here in New Haven this morning, Mrs, Bainton mentioned 
that there are plans under way for working toward z the development of 
a "Kirkridge-like" retreat center in the New Haven area, which would be 
a real move toward something which is much needed here. 

Along this line, I wanted to ask you about whether you are in 
contact with any of those in Los Angeles (Allan Hunter and others) 
who are thinking along similar lines. I assume that you are, knowing 
that you and Allan are close friends. In talking with Mr and Mrs. Platt 
at Kirkridge, they mentioned this fact (that there was concern for setting 
up a Kirkridge type of center in the Los Angeles area). I only write to 
check and see if you are informed ate ut this, and if not, il you rnirht 
be convinced that a good many of us feel very strongly the need of such 
an ecumenical., retreat center in the southern-California areai I'm sure 
you've felt this need, too, but I write these roaiy words only to let you 
know that there are others who share a similar concern and feel the need 
of doing something more along this line.

Perhaps just a word/on our experiences at Kirkridge Mhxsk might not 
be out of order. One of the highlights of our time there was spent at 
the home of the Platt's, the elderly Quaker couple who are in charge of 
caring ifrs for the retreat center. They invited the five of us up to 
their place for the afternoon for a time of quiet meditation, during which 
they played some very fine Palestrinaxrecords, xxy all of this in their 
living room which has a magnificent window which overlooks the whole of 
the valley in the distance.,.it was a time in which mb you began to sense 
jus b how rich and full were th^blessings which have been showered upon 
mb those of us who are Christians in this land...how many are suffering, 
not only in such places as South Africa, but right in our own backyKard, 
and yearn for such privileges as we were able to share...sitting there 
drinking tea, listening to such thrilling music, and letting our thoughts 
dwell upon those things that really ars matter. 

Some of the readings at the meals pxeved helped us a good deal...many 
of us shared again Kilpack's Ninth hour , sections from Herman's Creative 
Prayer, and Kierkegaard's little pamphlet On Self-examination ...this last 
one is eastremely fine and certainly hits where it Tiurts•. .it reads as if 
it's written for seminary students and ministers) Well, perhaps I'd 
better close...but I did want to share these few tilings with you. 

Those of us who are in the FOR here are very sorry that you won't be 
able to be with us ary time this spring, however, it may be that some¬ 
thing will work out later in the fallj we'll hope so) Several of us 
who were with you a couple of summers ago won't be able to join you this 
coming summer, I'm afraid, as we'll be working in Chicago...we have an 
opportunity to participate in the Ministers-in-industry program which 
workd out of Me Cormick seminary and the Presbyterian Institute of Industridl 
Relations,*k±.. we're looking forward to this experience with a good deal 
of anticipation, however, especially with the leadership of someone like 
Marshall Scott. I must close now. Best wishes to you and God's blessing 
in your peace work.

Is Joseph Stalin 
more powerful than God? 


In this article, a great Christian pacifist pre¬ 
sents a point of view which has had credence 
since the founding of the Christian church and 
which is shared today by a representative and 
thoughtful number of his fellow Christians. 


In recognition of this fact, Advance is pub¬ 
lishing this forceful article, and will open its 
columns to correspondence expressing points of 
view in approval or dissent.

W as Pontius Pilate mightier 
than Jesus? Is Joseph Stalin 
more powerful than God? 
The universe being what it is and hu¬ 
man nature being what it is, which 
possesses more survival value: evil or 
good, hate or love, aggression or 
meekness? 

In seeking answers, two views of 
the universe must be considered: that 
of Joseph Stalin and that of Jesus 
Christ—the materialistic and the 
spiritual. 

Materialistic Thesis 

Scientific materialism maintains 
that there is no God, no reality in re¬ 
ligion, no power of the spirit; and that 
the universe is materialistic. History 
is determined by economic factors, 
and physical force is decisive in hu¬ 
man affairs. 

For two centuries Russian revolu¬ 
tionists have maintained that men of 
privilege and power never give up 
peaceably; the workers will enjoy as 
much freedom and well-being as they 
are able to seize and hold. The final 
decisions are made by material power 
—economic and military. 

Thus the Communist leaders say 
that revolution is the order of the day; 
the workers must seize and hold, with 
whatever degree of physical force may 
be required, bo the Soviet Union is 
heavily armed and bent upon waging 
world revolution. Its leaders assume 
that the outcome will be determined 
by comparative force, economic 
power, and armed violence. That is 
the nature of the universe, they say. 

But belief in the decisiveness of 
physical force is not confined within 
the borders of Soviet Russia, nor to 
Communist circles. Widespread in¬ 


deed is the conviction that only by 
military power can the aggression of 
Russia be stopped. Multitudes of peo¬ 
ple agree with Winston Churchill 
that only the American atomic bomb 
has saved mankind from being en¬ 
gulfed by Russian communism. Our 
federal budget reveals the faith of our 
people in military power. Year by year 
we have in our budget fifty billion 
dollars' worth of confidence in mili¬ 
tary might as the necessary way of 
dealing with the Soviet Union. 

Thus, one side lives by faith in 
military power as the instrument of 
bringing about revolutionary changes, 
while the other side lives by faith in 
military power as the means of pre¬ 
venting these revolutionary changes 
from being made by violence. Faith 
in aggressive violence is matched by 
faith in defensive violence. The poli¬ 
cies of both armed camps are deter¬ 
mined by confidence in military 
power. 

Conflicting Faiths 

Against all this is the. conviction 
that the universe is spiritual and that 
spiritual power is the mightiest of all 
forces. In the beginning God, the su¬ 
preme spiritual being, created a moral 
universe and endowed man with all 
the faculties needed to live responsi¬ 
bly as a free moral agent. 

So essential is the power of choice

to character and to membership in 
the kingdom of love that even God 
himself stands respectfully before hu¬ 
man freedom, knocking at the door, 
seeking entrance, but never battering 
down the door. Never does God treat 
man as a slave or a puppet. 

Spiritual Interpretation 

The spiritual interpretation brings 
with it a conviction that since man 
is formed in the image of God and 
possesses the endowment needed for 
membership in the kingdom of love, 
he is able to respond to the loving 
appeal of God. In every man there is 
“that of God," as the Quakers say. 
The mightiest power in the universe 
is the power of God to change the 
human heart. Because of his very 
nature, man is convertible, transform¬ 
able, redeemable. 

Thus evil can be overcome with 
good. There is more melting power 
in love and mutual aid than in hatred 
and vengeance. Persistent and heroic 
goodwill is a mighty magnet drawing 
into expression latent concern for the 
common good. Forgiveness and eager¬ 
ness for reconciliation weaken antag¬ 
onisms and diminish belligerency. 
The hope of overcoming evil resides 
in power to bring about changes in 
attitudes and relationships. Evildoers 
may temporarily be restrained by 
threats and by forcible action, but 
these are little more than poultices 
over festering sores. 

The Beatitudes reveal the spirit of 
the new heart and the Sermon on the 
Mount points the way to the new 
society. Man really is a convertible 
creature, with great powers of re¬ 
sponse to goodwill and loving be¬ 
havior. (Continued on next page) 
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It is apparent that evil cannot be 
overcome easily and automatically. 
The impact of goodwill must be sus¬ 
tained in the face of vigorous opposi¬ 
tion and at considerable risk. The 
way of love is the way of the cross. 
The spirit of meekness, to be con¬ 
vincing, must be persistent at great 
cost. The attitude of forgiveness must 
be displayed constantly in the face 
of many rebuffs. Willingness to be 
persecuted for righteousness 7 sake is 
required of those who walk the way 
of Jesus. 

Christian Concepts 

The suffering of the innocent for 
the guilty—the power of vicarious sac¬ 
rifice—is a mighty instrument in the 
hands of God for the transformation 
of evildoers. Goodness, when revealed 
dimly and expressed timidly, is no 
match for evil. Alternate expressions 
of goodwill and hatred cannot change 
evildoers. To be a loyal follower of 
the Prince of Peace, a man must take 
up his cross and walk in the footsteps 
of our crucified Lord. Evil is too weak 
to overcome evil; fainthearted good¬ 
ness is too frail; only radiant and 
valiant goodness can root out evil. 

Time is required if evil is to be 
overcome by good. Human freedom 
is real and stubborn. The evildoer 
does not always open the door 
promptly when God knocks and 
keeps on knocking. Love is a mighty 
solvent of wrongdoing, but it must 
be sustained. Forgiveness possesses 
great melting power, but it may have 
to be repeated seventy times seven. 
Suffering may be required to the 
point of crucifixion. As much courage 
and higher quality is required to 
overcome evil with good as to resist 
it with more evil. 

Time in this life may be too short 
for the conquest of evil. Thus faith 
in immortality is an essential part of 
the Christian way. God can be trusted 
in this world, and in the life to come. 
The human spirit does not perish, it 
merely moves from one room to an¬ 
other room in our Father's home. It 
was the intensity of this expectation 
that fortified the early Christians for 
deeds of valor and sacrificial devo¬ 
tion to their Lord. 

All this is constantly being preached 
throughout Christendom and sung in 
hymns by countless worshipers. This 
is a spiritual universe, and nowabideth 
faith and hope and love, and the 
greatest of these is love. Or is it? The 
question arises when the faith of 


Christians is observed in our be¬ 
havior, in what we really trust. Is 
God's way really more powerful than 
the way of Joseph Stalin? Is material 
power mightier than spiritual power? 
Is evil stronger than good? 

If we are, with consistency as Chris¬ 
tians, to put our.. trust in military 
power, we must believe that the way 
of atomic and hydrogen weapons is 
God's way for us under prevailing 
conditions, saying sadly that even he 
does not know a better way for us 
now; or we must confess that God's 
way is not sufficiently powerful for 
us as we face the ruthless might of 
communism. Much is at stake in the 
answer we give through our actions. 

Ten Convictions 

How do we behave when we trust 
God and place our confidence in 
spiritual power? What is our Lord's 
way of dealing with Soviet Russia? 
When we believe that God is actually 
stronger than Joseph Stalin, what do 
we do? Let me summarize my own 
convictions: 

1. We must look with recognition 
upon the Russian leaders and people. 
They also are spiritual creatures, 
formed in the spiritual image of God, 
candidates for membership in the 
kingdom of God, with latent powers 
of response to the pulling power of 
love. They are children of our Father 
and all of us are brothers; 

2. We must love our enemies with 
self-giving compassion, confronting 
them with continuing evidence of our 
goodwill toward them; 

3. We must face them with the 
conviction that they, like ourselves, 
can he converted by spiritual power, 
and that their policies, like our poli¬ 
cies, can be changed; 

4. We must not make an exception 
in their case and say that they are 
beyond the reach of God's power, 
that they are so steeped in the philos¬ 
ophy of materialism and so encased 
by their aggressive behavior that there 
is no hope of their conversion; 

5. Recognizing Stalin and his com¬ 
rades as our fellow-sinners, and con¬ 
fessing our own guilt, we must en¬ 


deavor to be less unworthy channels 
through which God's power may flow 
in a continuing impact upon them; 

6. Through our government and 
through the United Nations we must 
persistently seek the cooperation of 
Soviet leaders in a minimum four- 
point program using: (a) diplomacy 
as an instrument of reconciliation* 
rather than as a means of obtaining 
advantages for our side in the cold 
war; (b) stupendous efforts to abolish 
hunger from the earth, to conquer 
disease, and to help peoples every¬ 
where to help themselves to a good 
life; (c) simultaneous and successive 
steps toward disarmament taken rap¬ 
idly before the race of armaments 
plunges mankind into utter ruin; (d) 
attempts to get the United Nations 
out of the war business and to 
strengthen its peacemaking functions 
until it is transformed into an effec¬ 
tive world government; 

Waging Peace 

7. In the meantime, we must per¬ 
sist in declaring the judgment that 
the method of war is sinful rebellion 
against the holy will of God for us 
now and evermore; 

8. We must accept the responsi¬ 
bilities of citizenship in a democracy; 
endeavor to persuade our fellow citi¬ 
zens and our government to stop the 
war in Korea immediately; and throw 
the full weight of our national power 
into the waging of world peace in 
ways that are pleasing to God; 

9. We must no longer be parties 
to the betrayal of mankind with the 
belief that preparedness for total war 
and the waging of armed conflict can 
protect life and property or long pre¬ 
serve human freedom, when the evi¬ 
dence is cumulatively inescapable 
that total war means destruction, 
massacre, and desolation beyond hu¬ 
man understanding; 

10. We must pray without ceasing, 
for ourselves individually, for our gov¬ 
ernment, and for the governments of 
the other nations. And having done 
all that God's power enables us to do, 
we must confidently leave the results 
in his just and loving hands.

John Miltoft saw most clearly after he was stricken 
with total blindness, , 

It has been said of him that he “made the nearest ap¬ 
proach of English poetry to th e music and the sublimity of 

the Homeric epic.” ~ ~~ ~ 7T 

- , - StaLe, where he put to good use his 

fluency in Latin, Italian, French, 
Spanishi German and Dutch, By 
1652 he was totally blind and mis¬ 
fortunes thundered down upon 
him. Cromwell died, the king sat on 
the throne, Milton himself was 
temporarily in hiding, his pam¬ 
phlets burned by public order, and 
his life at home most miserable. 


He was born in 1608 and after 
living through one of the stormiest 
periods of British history died in 
1674. His father was a talented mu¬ 
sician and a man of means who rec¬ 
ognized the genius of his son and 
sought in every way to cultivate 
his powers. 

John studied under private tu¬ 
tors, then spent seven years at 
Cambridge, followed by a long pe¬ 
riod of intensive self-education and 
travel on the continent, where he 
met Galileo and Grotius. 

Marriage Was Happy 
At thirty-five he married a girl 
iust half his age and the marriage 
vas most unhappy. Later in life 
heir three daughters turned 
gainst their father and forsook 
Aim in the hour of his greatest 
need. After his wife’s death, he 
married again, only to love his 
second wife in childbirth, His third 
I wife ministered to him faithfully to 
Ithe end of his life.

Who Js Mightier ?... 

God or Stalin? 

By Kirby Page 


W AS Pontius Pilate mightier than 
Jesus? Is Joseph Stalin more 
powerful than God? The uni¬ 
verse being what it is and human na¬ 
ture being what it is, which possesses 
more survival value: evil or good, hate 
or love, agression or meekness ? In 
seeking answers, two views of the uni¬ 
verse must be considered—that of Jo¬ 
seph Stalin and that of Jesus Christ. 

Scientific materialism maintains that 
there is no God, no reality in religion, 
no power of the spirit; and that the 
universe is materialistic, history is de¬ 
termined by economic factors, physical 
force is decisive in human affairs. For 
two centuries Russian revolutionists 
have contended that men of privilege 
and power never give up peaceably, the 
workers will enjoy as much freedom 
and well-being as they are able to seize 
and hold. So the Soviet Union is heavi¬ 
ly armed and bent upon waging world 
revolution. 

Victims of Same Delusion 
But belief in the decisiveness of phys¬ 
ical force is not confined within the 
borders of Soviet Russia, nor to com¬ 
munist circles. Widespread indeed is 
the conviction that only by military 
power can the aggression of Russia be 
stopped. Our Federal budget reveals 
the faith of our people in military pow¬ 
er. Year by year we have fifty billion 
dollars* worth of confidence in military 
might as the necessary way of dealing 
with the Soviet Union. 

So one side lives by faith in military 
power as the instrument of bringing 
about revolutionary changes, while the 
other side lives by faith in military 
powers as the means of preventing these 
revolutionary changes from being made 
by violence. The policies of both armed 
camps are determined by confidence in 
military power. 

This Is a Moral Universe 
Over against all this is the conviction 
that the universe is spiritual and that 
spiritual power is the mightiest of all 
forces. In the beginning God, the 
supreme spiritual Being, created a mor¬ 
al universe and endowed man with all 
the faculties needed to live responsibly 
as a free .moral agent. 

The spiritual interpretation brings 
with it a conviction that since man is 
formed in the image of God and pos¬ 
sesses the endowment needed for mem¬ 
bership in the Kingdom of love, he is 
able to respond to the loving appeal of

God, and therefore is convertible, trans¬ 
formable, redeemable. 

God Can Overcome Evil 

Thus, evil can be overcome with good. 
There is more melting power in love 
and mutual aid than in hatred and ven¬ 
geance. Persistent and heroic goodwill 
is a mighty magnet drawing into ex¬ 
pression latent concern for the common 
good. Forgiveness and eagerness for 
reconciliation weaken antagonisms and 
diminish belligerency. The hope of ov¬ 
ercoming evil with good resides in pow¬ 
er to bring about changes in attitudes 
and relationships. Evildoers may tem¬ 
porarily be restrained by threats and 
by forcible action, but these are little 
more than poultices over festering sores. 
The Beatitudes reveal the spirit of the 
new heart, and the Sermon on the 
Mount points the way to the new so¬ 
ciety. 

It is apparent that evil cannot be ov¬ 
ercome easily. The impact of goodwill 
must be sustained in the face of vigor¬ 
ous opposition and at considerable risk. 
The way of love is the way of the cross. 
Time is required if evil is to be over¬ 
come. Human freedom is real and stub¬ 
born. Love is a might solvent of wrong¬ 
doing, but it must be sustained. For¬ 
giveness possesses great melting power, 
but it may have to be repeated seventy 
times seven. Suffering may be required 
to the point of crucifixion, As much 
courage and a higher quality is required 
to overcome evil with good than to re¬ 
sist it with more evil. 

Time in this life may be too short for 
the conquest of evil. Thus, faith in im¬ 
mortality is an essential part of the 
Christian way. God can be trusted, in 
this world and in the life to come. The 
believing human spirit does not perish; 
it merely moves from one room to an¬ 


other room in our Father’s home. It was 
the intensity of this expectation that 
fortified the early Christians for deeds 
of valor and sacrificial devotion to their 
Lord. 

Do We Really Believe It? 

All this is constantly being preached 
throughout Christendom and sung in 
hymns by countless worshipers. This is 
a spiritual universe, and now abideth ' 
faith and hope and love, and the great¬ 
est of these is love—or is it? The ques¬ 
tion arises when the faith of Christians 
is observed in our behavior, in what 
we really trust. Is God’s way really 
more powerful than the way of Joseph 
Stalin? Is martial power mightier than 
spiritual power? Is evil stronger than 
good? 

If we are with consistency as Chris¬ 
tians to put our trust in military power, 
we must believe that* the way of atomic 
and hydrogen weapons is God’s way for 
us under prevailing conditions, saying 
sadly that even He does not know a bet¬ 
ter way for us now; or we must confess 
that God’s way is not sufficiently pow¬ 
erful for us as we face the ruthless 
might of Communism. Much is at stake 
in the answer we give through our ac¬ 
tions. How do we behave when we 
trust God and place our confidence in 
spiritual power? Let me summarize my 
convictions. 

Charity toward Russians 

1. We must look with recognition up¬ 
on the Russian leaders and people. They 
also are spiritual creatures, formed in' 
the spiritual image of God, with latent 
powers of response. 

2. We must love our enemies with 
Self-giving compassion, confronting 
them with continuing evidence of good¬ 
will toward them. 

3. We must face them with the con¬ 
viction that they, like ourselves, can be 
converted by spiritual power, and their 
policies, like our policies, can be 
changed. 

4. We must not make an exception in 
their case and say that they are beyond 
the reach of God’s power. 

5. Recognizing Stalin and his com¬ 
rades as our fellow sinners, and confess¬ 
ing our own guilt* we must endeayor to 
be less unworthy channels through 
which God’s power may flow in a con¬ 
tinuing impact upon them. 

6. Through our government and 
through the United Nations, we must 
persistently seek the co-operation of 
Soviet leaders in a minimum four-point 
program: (a) using diplomacy as an 
instrument of reconciliation, rather than 
as a means of obtaining advantages for 
our side in the cold war; (b) stupendous 
efforts to abolish hunger from the earth, 
to conquer disease, and to help peoples 
everywhere to help themselves to a 
good life; (c) simultaneous and succes- 
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sive steps toward disarmament taken 
rapidly before the race of armaments 
plunges mankind into utter ruin; (d) 
getting the United Nations out of the 
war business and strengthening its 
peace-making functions until it is trans¬ 
formed into effective federal world gov¬ 
ernment. 

War Is Sin Against God 

7. In the meantime, we must persist 
in declaring the j udgment that the 
method of war is sinful rebellion against 
the holy will of God for us now and 
evermore. 

8. We must accept the responsibili¬ 
ties of citizenship in a democracy and 
endeavor to persuade our fellow citi¬ 
zens and our government to stop the 
war in Korea immediately and throw 
the full weight of our national power 
into waging world peace in ways that 
are pleasing to God; spending money, 
resources and energies on a scale com¬ 
parable with efforts put forth in pre¬ 
paredness for war. 

9. We must no longer be parties to 
the betrayal of mankind with the belief 
that preparedness for total war and the 
waging of armed conflict can protect life 
and property or long preserve human 
freedom, when the evidence is cumu¬ 
latively inescapable that total war 
means destruction, massacre and deso¬ 
lation beyond human understanding. 

10. We must pray without ceasing, 
for ourselves individually, and for our 
government and other governments, 
and having done all that Gods power 
enables us to do, confidently leave the 
results in His just and loving hands.

Is Stalin More 
Powerful than God? 

By Kirby Page 

W AS Pontius Pilate mightier than Jesus? Is Joseph 
Stalin more powerful than God? The universe 
being what it is and human nature being what it is, 
which possesses more survival value: evil or good, hate 
or love, aggression or meekness? In seeking answers, 
two views of the universe must be considered, that of 
Joseph Stalin and that of Jesus Christ, the materialistic 
and the spiritual. 

Scientific materialism maintains that there is no God, 
no reality in religion, no power of the spirit; and that 
the universe is materialistic, history is determined by 
economic factors, physical force is decisive in human 
affairs. For two centuries, Russian revolutionists have 
maintained that men of privilege and power never give 
up peaceably; the workers will enjoy as much freedom 
and well-being as they are able to seize and hold. The 
final decisions are made by material power, economic 
and military. Thus the Communist leaders say that 
revolution is the order of the day, the workers must 
seize and hold with whatever degree of physical force 
may be required. So the Soviet Union is heavily armed 
and bent upon waging world revolution. Its leaders 
assume that the outcome will be determined by com¬ 
parative force, economic power, and armed violence. 
That is the nature of the universe, they say. 

Will War Save Us? 

But belief in the decisiveness of physical force is not 
confined within the borders of Soviet Russia, nor to 
Communist circles. Widespread indeed is the conviction 
that only by military power can the aggression of 
Russia be stopped. Multitudes of people agree with 
Winston Churchill that only the American atomic bomb 
has saved mankind from being engulfed by Russian 
Communism. Our Federal budget reveals the faith of 
our people in military power. Year by year, we have 
fifty billion dollars’ worth of confidence in military 
might as the necessary way of dealing with the Soviet 
Union. 

So one side lives by faith in military power as the 
instrument of bringing about revolutionary changes, 
while the other side lives by faith in military power 
as the means of preventing these revolutionary changes 
from being made by violence. Faith in aggressive vio¬ 
lence is matched by faith in defensive violence. The 
policies of both armed camps are determined by con¬ 
fidence in military power. 

Over against all this is the conviction that the uni¬ 
verse is spiritual and that spiritual power is the might-

iest of all forces. In the beginning, God created a moral 
universe and endowed man with all the faculties needed 
to live responsibly as a free moral agent. So essential 
is the power of choice to character and to membership 
in the kingdom of love that even God himself stands 
respectfully before human freedom, knocking at the 
door, seeking entrance, but never battering down the 
door. Never does God treat man as a.slave, a puppet, 
an automaton. 

The spiritual interpretation brings with it a convic¬ 
tion that since man is formed in the image of God and 
possesses the endowment needed for membership in the 
kingdom of love, he is able to respond to the loving 
appeal of God. The mightiest power in the universe is 
the power of God to change the human heart. Because 
of his very nature, man is convertible, transformable, 
redeemable. 

Dare We Try It? 

Thus evil can be overcome with good. There is more 
melting power in love and mutual aid than in hatred 
and vengeance. The hope of overcoming evil resides 
in power to bring about changes in attitudes and rela¬ 
tionships. Evildoers may temporarily be restrained by 
threats and by forcible action, but these are little more 
than poultices over festering sores. The Beatitudes 
reveal the spirit of the new heart, and the Sermon on 
the Mount points the way to the new society. Man 
really is a convertible creature, with great powers of 
response to good will and loving behavior. 

It is apparent that evil cannot be overcome easily 
and automatically. The impact of good will must be 
sustained in the face of vigorous opposition and at 
considerable risk. The way of love is the way of the 
cross. Goodness when revealed dimly and expressed 
timidly is no match for evil. Alternate expressions of 
good will and hatred cannot change evildoers. To be a 
loyal follower of the Prince of Peace, a man must take 
up his cross and walk in the footsteps of our crucified 
Lord. Evil is too weak to overcome evil; fainthearted 
goodness is too frail; only radiant and valiant goodness 
can root out evil. 

Time is required if evil is to be overcome by good. 
Human freedom is real and stubborn. The evildoer does 
not always open the door promptly when God knocks 
and keeps on knocking. Love is a mighty solvent of 
wrongdoing, but it must be sustained. 

Time in this life may be too short for the conquest 
of evil. Thus faith in immortality is an essential part 
of the Christian day. God can be trusted in this world 
and in the life to come. The human spirit does not 
perish, it merely moves from one room to another room 
in our Father’s home, ft was the intensity of this 
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expectation that fortified the early Christians for deeds 
of valor and sacrificial devotion to their Lord. 

All this is constantly being preached throughout 
Christendom and sung in hymns by ' countless wor¬ 
shipers. This is a spiritual universe, and now abideth 
faith and hope and love, and the greatest of these is 
love—or is it? The question arises when the faith of 
Christians is observed in our behavior, in what we 
really trust. Is God's way really more powerful than 
the way of Joseph Stalin? Is material power mightier 

Baptists and Lent 

By J. Murdock Palmer 

OR the next few weeks, the Christian church will 
be accompanying Christ through the whole sorrow¬ 
ful journey from Lazarus' table in Bethany, where Mary 
unconsciously anointed him for his burial; through 
torture of body and anguish of soul; through mockery 
and scorn; through hate and envy; through injustice 
and violence; and finally, through sentence of death by 
Pilate and the last diabolical act, the crucifixion. 

Special services depicting the scenes through which 
Christ passed will be observed. Periods of penance, of 
contrition, and of humble reflection are entered into by 
communicants throughout Christendom. In many 
churches, the season has been opened by holy commu¬ 
nion and pentitential prayers. Fastings and deprivations 
of all descriptions are the order of those who practice 
this period of forty days in an annual ritualistic ob¬ 
servance. 

Some Baptist churches will no doubt enter into the 
Lenten season in much the same way as other Christian 
churches. Such tradition, however, will not serve the 
best interests of Baptists. Traditionally, we are a peo¬ 
ple known by our distinctives of simplicity in worship, 
not relying upon form and ceremony, litany, and ritual. 
Our practice is based upon the early Christian church 
as revealed in the New Testament. For us, if it has 
any significance at all, the Lenten season means- times 
of refreshing and dedication of self to a fuller service 
to Christ, who suffered so much for us and gave him¬ 
self a ransom for our sins. In doing this, we do not 
minimize the importance of reflection and repentance. 
We supplement these with other more important mean¬ 
ings such as the utilizing of Christ's methods of deal¬ 
ing with people in our daily walk of life, and with a 
fuller determination to bear all things for Christ's sake, 
that our lives may be enriched with love and grace. 

Baptists are neither mystics nor sentimentalists. We 
are practical people, putting into effect that which life 
has given us of the things of Christ. We are conscious 
of life's ins and outs, ups and downs. We are aware 
that life must be faced, and do not, like the recluse, 
seek to escape it by shunning it, or by burying our¬ 
selves in religious rite and ceremony. We know that 
human life contains dark hours; that there are times 
of suffering, when sorrow seems to surround us like 
the waves of the sea. There are hours for us, as well 
as there was for Christ, when conflict deepens, when 
harrowing, insupportable thoughts cast nets over our 
heads and draws us into a vortex.

But there are times of brightness, too, hours of 
exaltation that seem to awake us from despair to heav¬ 
enly visions and songs. It is the experience of the soul 
at peace with God, content in service to Christ. It is as 
if a gleam from the higher world rested like the 
Shekinah glory of God upon the faces of his children. 

Such victorious living is not necessarily the result 
of ritual and liturgical practices. It is not dependent 
upon seasonal religiousness. It is more likely to come 
when we busy ourselves with the mission of the church 
to add to the kingdom such as need to be saved from a 
future wrathful judgment by the God whose Son was 
by man so shamefully subjected to the grossest igno¬ 
miny ever inflicted upon one of his creatures. 

Our mission at this season of Lent, as in every other 
season of the Christian year, is to get men right with 
God. This is the true Lenten spirit. It is the traditional 
way of the early church practice.

• HE ROSE EARLY TO PRAY 


SOMETIMES we are puzzled by the biblical record 
that Jesus often roused himself from sleep a long while 
before daylight and went out to pray. There were 
times when he spent the whole night in prayer. Why 
did he rise so early, and why did he pray so long? 

Kirby Page, whose newspaper column, “Living With 
t Peace of Mind,” is one of the most vital and helpful 
i; bits of writing we have seen in a long, long time, has 
floSered a plausible explanation: Jesus enjoyed God, 
and he needed God. “From the moment of birth he 
was surrounded by the spirit of worship, and had par¬ 
taken of prayer with his mother's milk. As a child, he 
had wandered across the hills, becoming saturated with 
the beauty of God's earth and feeding his soul upon its 
glories. To converse with his Father was as natural 
as breathing.” 


He did not look upon early rising for prayer as a 
hardship, but as a privilege. It was no means of doing 
penance or mortifying the flesh. He delighted in being 
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with God in the give-and-take of prayer, and we can 
be sure that he approached those experiences with open- 
mouthed eagerness, not the long face of resignation. 

Then, there was his need. He went early and stayed 
late not only because he enjoyed his conversations with 
God, whose companionship was the supreme joy of life, 
but also because he needed God. He needed the insight 
and vision, faith and courage, persistence and patience 
that came from those high hours. He needed strength 
to bear the sights of pain that were all about him and 
compassion. He needed courage to face the indifference 
and inertia of even the common people who heard him 
gladly. He needed suggestions for awakening and guid¬ 
ing them. 

Why do we hesitate to follow his example? Why do 
we require urging to get up in the morning for prayer? 
Why do we regard it as a stern discipline in which we 
must firmly train ourselves? Do we not enjoy God's 
presence? And do we not need him?

Jacob Riis Became Apostle to Poor 
In New York City Tenements 

Jacob Riis was a mighty apostle of the poor. 

His book, "How the Other Half Lives,” was one of the 
most dynamic volumes ever published 
He was born in Denmark in 1849 


and died the year the first World 
War began. At the age of 21 he 
?ame to the United States in steer¬ 
age and for some years experienced 
‘maltreatment by employer s, 
abuse by police, semi-starvation, 
exploitation, ceaseless anxiety.” 

Finally he became a police re¬ 
porter for the New York Tribune, 
and later for the Sun. For 20 
years he reported the crimes, vices, 
and sins of a huge sprawling city. 
He came to know the seamy side 
of the city as no other man knew 
it. He was a highly sensitive and 
deeply religious spirit, and was 
shocked and outraged by what he 
saw and heard. Day after day he 
wrote blistering words of indict¬ 
ment. 

When Theodore Roosevelt be¬ 
came President of the Police 
Board, a close friendship was form¬ 
ed with Riis and they worked to¬ 
gether for municipal reform. Riis 
became an important figure in the 
movement for settlement houses, 
parks, playgrounds, the improve¬ 
ment of tenements and of the con¬ 
ditions under which the poor were 
compelled to exist. He wrote four 
important books, endless news¬ 
paper columns, numerous maga¬ 
zine articles, and became a far- 


traveled lecturer on the social pro¬ 
blem. 

He was a man of warm sym¬ 
pathies and enjoyed a happy home 
life. His own experiences and his 
own enjoyment of the good things 
of life caused him to recoil in hor¬ 
ror from life in tenements. In 1890 
when his first book was published 
more than a million human beings 
were packed like sardines in the 
tenements of New York City, sub¬ 
sisting under conditions of appal- 
ing squalor and privation. His life 
was a continuing effort to do some¬ 
thing about it.

The 
Methodist Church has half a 
dozen Negro missionaries in 
Asia. The Presbyterian Church 
sent Darius L. Swann to China 
a few years ago. Recently he 
and his bride were assigned to 
India. A few other denomina¬ 
tions have one or two Negroes 
among their mission forces. A 
concerted effort is being 
made, although belatedly, to re¬ 
cruit more Negro missionaries. 
This is all to the good, for 
American Negroes can make a 
contribution for the advance of 
Christianity in the highly color¬ 
conscious parts of the world. ( 

The time has come for us to 
make a supreme effort to select 
carefully men and women to 
augment the forces of both 
Christianity and democracy. (I 
don’t equate these two.) On 
the other hand, it will do the 
cause of Christianity and the 
cause of democracy little good 
to send forth a corps of able 
Negroes—unless we back it up 
with some earnest searching for 
an answer to our problem here 
at home and unless we can show 
some substantial improvement 
in our interracial adjustments. 
Removal of racial barriers in 
our national capital would be 
an excellent place to begin but 
should by no means be limited 
to Washington. Our capital is 
only a symbol. What Washing¬ 
ton does is noted all over the 
world. This achievement would 
greatly enhance our prestige and 
our influence in the world. Cer¬ 
tainly, the Christian forces 


should be the first to initiate 
such a program. 

A high school student in Thai¬ 
land brought out very clearly 
how little real influence Ameri¬ 
ca has in many other countries 
when he said to,me: “Ameri¬ 
cans have no right to come to 
the Far East and tell us what to 
do about our problems; they 
don’t even have any right to tell 
us how to fight against commun¬ 
ism until they can demonstrate 
to us that they are sincere about 
American Negroes!” Then he 
added “I came to your country 
on the Herald-Tribune Forum, 
and one of your American air¬ 
lines gave me a free trip. I liked 
almost everything about your 
country, except the way people 
treated American Negro citi¬ 
zens. When I got to Washington 
and found that white taxicab 
drivers refused to take Negroes 
in their cabs, I was disgusted. I 
was even more disgusted when 


I went to church in the com¬ 
munity where I stayed with a 
family and found that Negro 
Christians were not welcome!” 

It was a Moslem who put me 
to shame in Pakistan when he 
asked me if the Christians in 
America could measure up to 
the brotherhood which has been 
achieved within the body of Is¬ 
lam. Our friends around the 
world state categorically that 
they cannot have confidence in 
us as long as they see such a 
large disparity between our pro¬ 
fessed ideals and our concrete 
acts. The crisis for Christianity 
and democracy, which has come 
about because of the rise of 
nationalism* the moral vacuum 
as an aftermath of the war and 
the challenge of atheistic com¬ 
munism affords the churches an 
opportunity to demonstrate the 
practicality of the message of 
Jesus as a solution to group and 
color antagonisms.

C AN you name a man who 
rose higher "from lower 
down than Booker T. 
Washington ? His achievement 
was to climb from the cradle of a 
slave to the acclamation of a na¬ 
tion. 

He was born about seven years 
before the Civil War ended. His 
father was a white man and his 
mother a mulatto slave woman. 
After emancipation he worked in 
salt furnace and coal mines. 
Early he developed a thirst for 
education, and finally was able 
to enter Hampton Institute, 
working as a janitor for his ex¬ 
penses. After teaching in West 
Virginia for three years, he was 
called back to Hampton as an in¬ 
structor. 

Two years later he became 
principal of a normal school-to-be 
at Tuskegee, Alabama. No build¬ 
ings had been erected, and no 
funds were in sight when Mr. 
Washington arrived on the spot. 
They began in a run-down 
shanty, with thirty pupils, some 
of them nearly forty years old. 
An abandoned farm of a thous¬ 
and acres was bought for $500,

half of the money being obtained 
through a loan. The economic 
conditions of the people, white 
and black, were pitiable, only 
sixteen years after the ending 
of the Civil War. Booker T. 
Washington saw that the only 
hope was in work, hard work, 
long continued on the part of 
liberated slaves who had been 
taught by their experiences to 
despise manual labor. He set the 
example as principal of the 
school by shouldering his axe 
and heading the procession of 
students who cleared the farm. 

The years of struggle to keep 
the school alive, to keep out of 
the hands of the sheriff for debt, 
constitute a record of devotion 
and fortitude unbounded. Mr. 
Washington developed great 
gifts as an orator, an executive 
and a money raiser. Today Tus¬ 
kegee Institute is one of the fore¬ 
most educational institutions of 
the United States, the lengthened 
shadow of a slave child grown to 
the heroic proportions of a grea* 
American.

cumstances that seem impos¬ 
sible and utilize them to produce 
results that could not be ob¬ 
tained in any other way. 

These lines are written in ut¬ 
most humility. What one wants 
is not so much to write about 
prayer as to have a growing ex¬ 
perience in it.

Where There Is No Vision 

Ellis Guthrie 

HE writer of Proverbs says 
(Frov. 29:18): “Where 
there is no vision, the peo¬ 
ple perish. . .” The truth of this 
statement is seen in the story of 
Joseph. Pharaoh had a vision 
of coming famine. He believed 
Joseph’s interpretation, and had 
the wisdom to take Joseph’s ad¬ 
vice to prepare for that famine. 
As a result, thousands of lives 
were saved. 

However, this statement is 
true in the spiritual field as well. 
In fact, it is in this realm that 
we are concerned. For where

O NE of the most famous 
of American merchants 
wanted to be a clergyman. 
John Wanamaker was born in 
1838 and lived until 1922. He was 
the first employed secretary of 
the Young Men’s Christian Asso¬ 
ciation of Philadelphia, and later 
was its president for thirteen 
years. He was a devoted Chris¬ 
tian, active in Sunday-schobl 
work and in the church. His 
eager desire to enter the ministry 
was frustrated by a throat ailment 
and consequent inability to make 
rugged use of his voice. 

At the age of twenty-three, and 
just four days before the first shot 
of the Civil War was fired, he 
opened a store in Philadelphia, in 
partnership with his brother-in- 
law. Together they had four 
thousand dollars capital. John 
Wanamaker wanted to carry his 
religion into his business, with an 
ambition “to make trade a bene¬ 
faction.” He looked upon his 
business as a means of serving 
employees and customers. 


people and churches have no 
vision, that know no understand¬ 
ing of the destruction of souls, 
that know not the Lord, there 
follows a perishing of real evan¬ 
gelistic concern and a loss of the 
spirit of Christ in the life of 
church and individual. 

An atheist lived in a cottage 
with his wife and little girl. He 
developed a serve illness, and 
when a Christian friend spoke of 
Christ, the atheist cursed and 
wrote with chalk on a board: 
“God is nowhere.” Afterward 
he became worse and his little 
girl was taken to a Christian 
home, while her father was so 
ill. In the home where she went, 
she learned to read and she 
learned about God. Finally her 
father grew better and she re¬ 
turned home. She happened to 
pick up the board her father 
had written on, and read in her 
own childish way: “God is now 
here.” This was a revelation to 
her father. He saw the vision, 
and his soul was saved. 


In 1868 his partner died, and 
Wanamaker took over complete 
control. Success was rapid and 
phenomenal. One innovation after 
another was introduced. The 
one-price system was instituted, 
at a time when haggling was a 
universal custom in stores. Goods 
were sold at different prices to 
various purchasers, the rule being 
“to charge all the traffic would 
bear.” Wanamaker’s prices were 
plainly marked, and there was no 
deviation. When importuned to 
cut the price of a valuable shawl, 
he replied: “I would knock the 
end of the store out first.” 

Wanamaker was first in the 
practice of refunding money for 
returned merchandise which had 
been found unsatisfactory. His 
employees were paid in cash at 
regular periods. He was one of 
the first to establish a system of 
profit-sharing with his workers. 
He inaugurated the practice of 
delivering goods. In numerous 
ways he was a pioneer in consid¬ 
ering business a form of public 
service. 


We need to be used of God, as 
was that little girl, to bring 
others into the kingdom. 
Churches need to be reawakened 
to an evangelical zeal for lost 
souls. There needs to come into 
our hearts a realization of the 
love of God, and a realization 
that we can lead the good life if 
we are truly Christian. We can¬ 
not, however, appreciate the love 
of God if we fail to notice what 
people are saved from. If we 
think salvation is an outmoded 
term, or merely synonymous 
with being taken into church 
membership, then we cannot ap¬ 
preciate the doctrine of the 
atonement. Christ’s death be¬ 
comes merely a tragedy and not 
an event on which the good 
news of the gospel is based. 

On the other hand, if we real¬ 
ize that salvation means that a 
man has turned his back upon 
the wicked ways of the world, 
and that he is different from 
what he was, and that because 
of his faith in Christ he has eS- 
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I believe that part of the problem is that tnose 
of us who share a conviction here simply -are 
not . free and outspoken in speaking to others 
about this#,«but I also feel that the problem f.oes 
deener, part of the difficulty being the wnole 
emphasis in seminary life upon developing the powers 
of*the mind and having relatively little concern 
for developing the kind of prayer life that will 
give meaning and direction and power to wnat we 
have learned intellectually. Ary suggestions 
which you right have would be greatly appreciated... 
although I realise that there are a great many 
difficult factors involved in this whole problem. 
Anything which you might be able to suggest would 
be much appreciated though. 

As a member of tb« board here at 

the seminary, I wuld like to know if you will 
be near Hew Haven any time this spring and,if 
so, if you would consider an invitation to 
speak to the students on this campus through 
the sponsorship of F.Cit.? We hope that this 
might be the case, and,if so, could you send 
us your schedule for that period? 

I must close but I will hope to hear 
from you, even if it be a brief note. Many 
thanks, I will hope that you may remember 
those of us at this seminary in your prayers 
w e in the FOR will remember you and the great 
work, which you are doing*in ours.

Your article "Is Stalin More Powerful Than God’?"

LITTLE PEOPLE MADE GREAT 


Lent begins, with its holy promptings toward self- 
examination, some of us are tempted to become dis¬ 
heartened. We are so weak, so unprepared for the 
Christian tasks that are everywhere about us, so short 
of the stature that Jesus Christ expects of his followers. 

In such moods of self-criticism it may be well for us 
to look at the personalities he chose from among those 
he met—fishermen, artisans, peasants, plain people busy 
with the job of keeping themselves and their families 
alive. Not one was a great personage or a talented 
leader. They were “little people.” 

Kirby Page, who is writing a newspaper column under 
the title, “Living with Peace of Mind ” puts it unforget¬ 
tably: “You look in vain for a genius in science, or a 
financier under whose touch everything turns to money, 
or a potentate with mighty power. The only office¬ 
holder in the lot had been a despised tax-collector in 
the pay of the enemy. The only military man included 
h arobably had been a zealot in the army of rebellion.” 


Dr. Page goes on to show that these people came far 
from measuring up at first. Even after they knew 
Jesus well, they quarreled about chief places in the 
kingdom; they fell asleep at a time of crisis when he 
needed them most; on one occasion they became so 
angry that they wanted to burn down a village; one 
of them denied, with oaths, that he ever knew this best 
friend; and another betrayed him with a kiss. 

What a miserable company they were! Yet they were 
the ones he selected and trusted, choosing them from 
out of all the world to continue the work he had begun. 
They were little people in whom he saw the promise of 
greatness. So, he loved them with‘ an affection that 
passes human understanding; he shared his most pre¬ 
cious insights with them; he placed upon them responsi¬ 
bilities that they could not possibly have borne without 
his help. s 

He has done the same for us! yftnd they turned the 
world upside down. So can wT 


*1 JitLIC SERVICE AT A SACRIFICE 


^^HEN Charles E. Wilson, now tJe^LUl'y oi Befens 
announced that he would sell his General Motors stock 
at a personal cost of some $600,000, there was general, 
and well deserved, praise. He indicated his willingness 
to perform public service, even though the pi ice tag 
was high. He would serve his country, even though it 
meant sacrifice. And thus he set a noteworthy example 
for government employees and for the business com¬ 
munity, adding to the stature of both. 

It is no adverse reflection on the secretary to point 
out that his commendable decision was the only pos¬ 
sible one. The “conflict-of-interest” laws are no re¬ 
specters of persons. Those rules are in the public 
interest, and they are reasonable, although we are in¬ 
clined to favor Senator John M, Butler’s proposal that 
a governmental appointee who owns compromising 
stock ought not to be required to pay taxes on what 
amounts to a “forced sale.” Other public servants— 
Stuart Symington, Secretary of the Air Force under the 
Truman administration, for example—Jiave done what 
Mr. Wilson did. 

The alternatives were impossible. The Eisenhower 
administration might have asked for a special act, as 
was done in the case of Gen. George C. Marshall, or a 
change in the law might have been requested. Such 
proposals would have been unthinkable. And it would 
have been equally preposterous to ask Mr, Wilson as 


to remove himself from consideration of any 
transaction in which General Motors might play a part. 

There are some aspects of the situation that are un¬ 
fortunate, and practically everybody involved must bear 
some share of the blame, but it seems to us particularly 
unhappy that Mr. Wilson proposed exceptions for Robert 
T. Stevens and Harold E. Talbott, designated as secre¬ 
taries for the Army and Air Force. He suggested that 
they be permitted to keep their holdings in firms deal¬ 
ing with their departments. His suggestion was that 
“conflict-of-interest” decisions be referred to him as 
Secretary of Defense. This was a foolish proposal, and 
we are glad that it did not carry, even though Mr. Wilson 
had good intentions in making it. 

Also, it seems appropriate to use the new secretary’s 
display of solid citizenship to call attention to the often- 
forgotten fact that there are probably some tens of 
thousands of public servants who are working for the 
government at considerable sacrifice to themselves. The 
decisions they have made may not be as dramatic as 
that made by the former chief of General Motors, but 
for these unnamed people these decisions are equally 
important. The workers in government offices in Wash¬ 
ington are vote-less, but any pastor there can tell us that 
they are far from conscience-less. 

The nation should be grateful for those who are will¬ 
ing to do public service, great or small, at a sacrifice. 


• THE TRADITION OF DISSENT 


Before leaving the United States to become Ameri¬ 
can ambassador to West Germany, Harvard President 
James B. Conant, who by the way is eminently qualified 
for any job that has to do with democratic freedom, made 
a statement that needs to be remembered. 

“It would be a sad day for the United States ” be 


said, “if the tradition of dissent were driven out of the 
universities. For it is the freedom to disagree, to quar¬ 
rel with authority on intellectual matters, to think 
otherwise, that has made this nation what it is today.” 
He went on to comment that the global struggle with 
Communism turns on this very point, and that is obvi-

He resents our oldest daughter 
and makes her life miserable, yet 
she loves him so. 

This man is just a little boy 
in a man’s shoes. He has not 
grown up. The children are his, 
too. The responsibility is his, 
too. The unfairness and crags 
stupidity of this form of self¬ 
gratification was pointed up for 
me by a woman who told me 
that after a wife has changed 
the bedclothes several times in 
a night for an alcoholic husband, 
all loves goes out.the window, 
and by the woman whose drink¬ 
ing husband sharpened a butch¬ 
er knife in her presence and 
told her that when she went to 
sleep he would cut out her eyes 
and slit her throat. Both men 
are respected in business and 
community. 

This extreme form of self- 
indulgence, unmitigated selfish¬ 
ness, is not limited to the male. 
Child-custody proceedings in the 
courts show that women are in¬ 
creasingly involved. Judge 
Mildred L. Lillie of the superior 
court of Los Angeles has this to 
say: 

Intoxication in a woman is 
unfortunate enough when only 
she is concerned; disastrous 
when she involves her husband; 
but where there are children 
dependent upon her, such con¬ 
duct is criminal. It leads not 
only to loss of self-respect, com¬ 
plete disregard of morals, lower 
standards of. conduct and neglect 
and abandonment on her part, 
but to delinquency on the part of 
her children. . * . 

Even its [beverage alcohol] 
moderate consumption in too 
many instances forms the sordid 
background for domestic difficul¬ 
ties that can lead only to our 
divorce courts. A great many 
family arguments and misunder¬ 
standings culminating in separa¬ 
tion have their source in social 
drinking, and often one cocktail 
is used as an excuse for an act of 
infidelity or other misconduct in 
violation of the marriage con¬ 
tract , . . Alcohol is playing an 
increasingly important part in 
rending asunder happy and se¬ 
cure family life and in fostering 
juvenile and adult delinquency.

In this connection, my eyes 
were first opened on this point 
when, a few years ago, I asked a 
leading divorce lawyer in Flori¬ 
da what is at the bottom of most 
of the divorce cases he handles. 
The fact that he is a drinking 
man himself made his reply all 
the more impressive. After con- 
_fessing that all divorce lawyers 
are guilty of perjury, he an¬ 
swered my question: “Whisky 
is at the bottom of ninety per 
cent of my divorce cases.” 

It Is Expensive ^ 

Those who have attended the 
usual Christmas office parties 
in some of our downtown office 
buildings say that they are often 
scenes of disgusting self-indul¬ 
gence. Drinking people have 
convinced me that the practice 
grows out of sheer selfishness, 
that it is unfair to others, and 
that it is the antithesis of the 
Christian life. I, therefore, must 
oppose it with all my power. I 
can do nothing else and main¬ 
tain my integrity. 

Furthermore, I am opposed to 


drinking—all drinking—because 
it is a waste of money in the 
light of the world’s need of food, 
education, health facilities and 
spiritual guidance. One of my 
good friends told me he stopped 
smoking when he discovered 
that he was smoking ten twenty- 
five cent cigars a day—almost a 
thousand dollars a year going 
up in smoke! A steel worker 
admitted to. me recently that he 
drinks ten to twelve bottles of 
beer a day—about a thousand 
dollars a year that he contrib¬ 
utes to the endowment fund of 
the breweries! This man would 
yelp as if cut with a knife if his 
minister asked him for a thou- 
sand-dollar contribution to the 
church. 

My sensitivity to the needs of 
a broken world is not dulled 
by the knowledge that we 
Americans spend more than 
three times as much for alcohol¬ 
ic beverages as for education, 
and about twenty times as much 
for that little chemical formula 
C2H5OH as for religion. It just

O NE of the deepest cries v ever 
to come from the human 
soul was this fervent ex¬ 
clamation from St. Augustine: 
“O God, thou hast made us for 
thyself, and our hearts are rest¬ 
less until they find rest in thee.” 

Augustine was born in 354 in 
Tagaste, North Africa, in a prov¬ 
ince now part of Algeria, forty- 
two years after the Roman Emp¬ 
eror Constantine had accepted 
Christianity. His saintly mother 
Monica has become a symbol of 
the nobility of motherhood. His 
father, until he became a Chris¬ 
tian late in his life, was a lusty 
pagan. Through the support of a 
wealthy friend, Augustine was 
able to study in Carthage, the 
gay Paris of the time, where he 
later said “debauchery bubbled 
round me like a frying-pan.” He 
formed an irregular union with a 
nameless young woman, with 
whom he lived for thirteen years, 
and who bore him a son; With 
this heritage and experience, it 
is easy to understand Augustine’s 


prayer in later life: “Lord, make 
me holy, but not just yet.” 

At the age of thirty-three he 
was genuinely converted to 
Christianity, and baptized on 
Easter Eve, 387. Four years later 
he was ordained to the ministry. 
In 397 he became auxiliary bish¬ 
op of Hippo, and soon after be¬ 
came the bishop. He became the 
foremost theologian of Christen¬ 
dom and wrote voluminously. 

His Confessions became one of 
the most influential books ever 
published. It has been said that 
this is the first genuine autobio¬ 
graphy in all literature. It is an 
utterly frank record of the search¬ 
ings of a human soul after God. 
It is characterized throughout by 
a sense of deep humility. If a 
saint is “an enthusiast for good¬ 
ness, one who enjoys holiness as 
the artist enjoys beauty,” the 
Bishop of Hippo deserves to be 
known as Saint Augustine. Next 
only to St. Paul, he became the 
most influential figure in the 
history of the Christian church.

to Christ and his church is not 
at stake. 

Beyond our interpretations, 
and all of us can learn, there is 
important truth involved in this 
doctrine that gives it signifi¬ 
cance in this time and any time. 
The important thing is not any 
person’s theory of the circum¬ 
stances attending the Lord’s 
coming. The essential fact is 
that Christ will come in the full¬ 
ness of his power! There will be 
the complete establishment of 
his rule! Those who trust, in 
Christ will not be let down! He 
will triumph over all his ene¬ 
mies and make good his promises 
of deliverance! God is winning 
now and the final word must 
be with him! He shall be tri¬ 
umphant over death, pain, evil 
and suffering! All the wars of 
history, all the denials, contra¬ 
dictions and evils of this pres¬ 
ent life cannot defeat his majes¬ 
tic purpose of love and goodness! 
God’s program for the redemp¬ 
tion of man will then be success¬ 
ful! • 

The much discussed report of 
the special committee of the 
World Council of Churches in 
August of 1951 describes aptly 
how this doctrine meets our 
need: “It is essential that we 
recover a sense of the great hope 
which is involved in the simple 
statement. . . 'He shall come 
again.’ ... As the Lord of the 
future who will come again as 
Judge and Savior, he gives us 
the assurance that our work is 
not in vain, and at the same time 
lays upon us the necessity to 


work while it is day. . . . Having 
this hope, We are to be as men 
who watch for their Lord, with 
loins girt and lamps lit, active in 
the Master’s service and con¬ 
stant in prayer, knowing that 
our labor is not in vain in the 
Lord. . . . There is no hope ex¬ 
cept in the crucified, risen and 
coming Lord.” 

It is important to say, finally, 
that if this hope causes us to 
want things “to get worse so 
they can get better,” if it leads 
us to fold our hands and wait 
for God, if it causes us to spend 
time making charts from the 
books of Daniel and Revelation, 
if it leads us to make slighting 
remarks about the United Na¬ 
tions and every other effort that 
man has made for human better¬ 
ment, if it holds us back in all 
our endeavors to practice 
brotherly goodwill now, then 
we misunderstand it. Running 
through all of Paul’s letters was 
the element of expectancy, and 


yet the apostle went on work¬ 
ing—founding churches, super¬ 
intending churches* explaining 
spiritual truth, admonishing per¬ 
sons to do their full duty in this 
world, as if the coming of the 
kingdom depended wholly on 
human effort. “Blessed are 
those servants whom the Lord 
when he cometh shall find 
watching” (Luke 12:37). This 
is no idle “sky gazing”; it is 
faithful and devoted service to 
the task at hand. As the old 
hymn put it, “we’ll work ’til 
Jesus comes.” 

The future is with God, and 
despite all of the prophets who 
are ready to tell us all about 
it, we are not too sure how he 
will act and certainly we do not 
know when. It is ours to trust 
in the Father’s gracious purpose 
and in his power to carry it out, 
and meanwhile to let God work 
in our midst, to allow his rule 
to come in our hearts, arid to 
offer ourselves to do his will.

F OR four weeks I traveled 1935 he was 
constantly with a saint in Labor Party, 
politics. He was at that time

chairman of the 


seventy-seven years of age. We 
were engaged in a strenuous cru¬ 
sade for world peace. The spirit 
he displayed throughout enabled 
me to understand why “G. L.” 
was the most beloved member of 
the House of Commons. 

George Lansbury was born in 
1859 and died in 1940. From early 
childhood, he was accustomed to 
privation and hard work. He 
shoveled coal, worked on the 
stone pile, drove a truck for a 
meat-packing plant, ran several 
small businesses, became a Guar¬ 
dian of the Poor, mayor of the 
borough of Poplar in London. The 
first time he was Labor candidate 
for the House of Commons, he 
received only 347 votes. Not until 
his sixth attempt did he succeed 
in winning a seat. After two years 
his strong support of woman 
suffrage caused his defeat. Then 
for a decade he was editor of the 
Daily Herald, organ of the Labor 
Party, He was re-elected to Par¬ 
liament in 1922. From 1931 to 


Two passions of his life were 
the ending of poverty and the pre¬ 
vention of war. He was opposed 
to war and violent revolution, and 
strongly committed to represent¬ 
ative government. Opposition to 
the Boer War brought persecu¬ 
tion upon him. He looked upon 
the system df imperialism as the 
primary cause of international 
warfare. He stood not only 
against German and French im¬ 
perialism, but more vigorously 
against British imperialism also. 

For thirty-five years George 
Lansbury devoted his week ends 
to speaking engagements through¬ 
out the British Isles. "Without 
payment he spoke on Saturday 
night and three times on Sunday. 
Later he wrote: “Our meetings 
were like revival gatherings. We 
were very happy in those days. 
Somehow our hearts kept young. 
We worked and looked for a 
future which would be bright for 
us and for others.”

GOD'S LIVING LETTERS . . . frances Willard

HE most glowing personal^ 
ity of the long list of notable 
women in the nineteenth 
century is the estimate placed 
upon Frances Willard by a biog¬ 
rapher. She has been honored 
with a memorial statue in the na¬ 
tion’s capitol, and with a special 
United States postage stamp. 

Frances Elizabeth Willard was 
born in 1839 and died in 1898. Aft¬ 
er teaching school in New York 
and Illinois, she was chosen presi¬ 
dent of the Ladies’ College at 
Evanston and later became dean 
of the Woman’s College of North¬ 
western University. She resigned 
in 1874, to become president of 
the Chicago branch of the Wom¬ 
an’s Christian Temperance Union, 
and corresponding secretary for 
the national organization. 

She was interested in the entire 
movement for the emancipation 
of women. The course of her life 
was changed by experiences 
gained in Europe during two 
years of travel and study, financed 
by the father of her most inti¬ 
mate friend. The cost of her tour 


was six thousand dollars, and 
rarely has an investment pro¬ 
duced bigger dividends for hu¬ 
manity. 

Frances Willard became the 
most powerful and magnetic 
speaker produced by the women’s 
movement. She was the tireless 
organizer of the mightiest wom¬ 
en’s organization of the century. 
She spoke in practically every city 
of ten thousand population in the 
country, and traveled thirty-five 
thousand miles a year, in a day 
when travel was slower, more dif¬ 
ficult and less comfortable. From 
1879 until her death, she was 
elected president of the W.C.T.U. 
each year. 

Her work for temperance was 
part of her passion to liberate 
women. From 1876 she was a 
foremost advocate of woman suf¬ 
frage and did more to win adher¬ 
ents among conservative church 
women than any other suffragist 
leader. She won the affection and 
released the energies of un¬ 
counted thousands of women 
throughout the land. 



were sitting side by side in the 
same pew with me. 

One of these men had a good 
looking, almost new suit. My 
secretary checked into his rec¬ 
ord and found that he was a very 
prosperous farmer. He had just 
had a record harvest. He had 
most of the comforts of life in¬ 
cluding a shiny new car. It was 
really larger than he peeded 
since his children were all 
grown. 

The second man, sitting next 
to the first, did not wear such 
a fine suit. I expect it was the 
only suit he had ever owned, and 
that he wore it only on very 
special occasions. He too, was a 
farmer. But the year had not 
treated him so well. He lived 
in one of the “disaster areas.” 
His home was very plain with 
but few of the comforts of life. 
He did not own a passenger car. 
Besides, he was young in years 
with young children eating 
regularly at his table. 

It was now time for the offer¬ 


ing. The ushers were quietly 
passing the plates through the 
pews. As it came to the first 
man, he fumbled around in his 
pocket, pulled out a little 
“chicken feed,” and scattered it 
noisily into the plate. As he 
passed it to his neighbor, the 
second man, I noticed out of the 
corner of my eye, took a green 
bill out of his wallet and quietly 
placed it in the same plate. 

This little observation (mind 
you, it really isn’t polite to look 
out of the corner of your eye 
in church) brought to my mind 
the time when Jesus was watch¬ 
ing people put money into the 
offering plate. When he com¬ 
pared what the poor widow put 
in with -that of the more prosper¬ 
ous men he said, “Truly I tell 
you, this poor widow has put in 
more than all of them; for they 
all contributed out of their abun¬ 
dance, but she out of her pover¬ 
ty. . .” (Luke 21:3-4).

We just had a meeting here to plan the participation of Disciples 
Peace Fellowship in the International Convention of Disciples of 
Christ at Portland, Oregon July 4-9. The Disciples Peace Fellow¬ 
ship is not officially within the structure of the Convention, but 
for years we have had a series of after-sessions something like 
the old Campbell Institute sessions which you and I used to attend 
after the regular evening session was over. i tie find that these 
meetings are pretty well attended, especially so where we have 
well known speakers. To come to the point, the committee wants 
to know if there is any possibility of your coming to Portland 
and leading three discussions beginning on Sunday night, July.4 
and running through Monday and Tuesday nights. It was the think¬ 
ing of the group that these discussions ought to deal with an 
examination of the Christian attitude toward war in the light of 
the realities of the present situation.- That is to say, what we have 
in mind is not simply a dogmatic plea for pacifism but rather a 
challenge to Christians to evaluate their attitudes toward war in. 
the light of Christian faith. I suppose this would involve scrutiny 
of O'ur security measures to determine to what extent they do give 
security and perhaps also an effort to determine what security is. 

If you are going to be anywhere in that vicinity, we should like 
very much to have you in the Convention and to do this job for us. 
When you write, will you tell me what you would regard as a reason¬ 
able compensation for this sort of a series.

Word has reached me saying that you have been obliged to 
curtail some of your travelling activities and husband your 
strength. I am hoping so very much that this does not mean 
that any sickness or physical infirmity has attacked you; 
but simply that you are "living your age" and taking life at 
a less terrific speed than has formerly been your wont. 

This news reminded me of your career, and what it has meant 
to vital religion and to the leaders in the field of religion. 

Too often we wait until some worker for the Kingdom has left 
our midst and then rendered our eulogy. Will you let me 
reverse this process and say a few words to you: All thru 
the yea^s you have been one of the most effective witnesses 
for the gospel that I have known. Wherever there has been an 
injustice, your voice has been lifted against it. Wherever 
a cry of human need has been heard, you have responded. 

You have had the skill of a diplomat and the courage of a lion 
as you have dared to face men with spiritual and ethical issues 
which they did not want to face. If ever we emerge from this 
confusion of evil which threatens to engulf us and can gain 
some semblance of the good life, it will be because of your 
tirless efforts and the efforts of those hosts of youth whom 
during the years you have mightily influenced. During the 
past several years in my oij^ministry I have been kicked around 
quite a bit; but the thing which has kept me going in addition 
to the grace of God, has been the consciousness that men like 
you have kept faith with Christ and with humanity. A nd in all 
of this zeal for human betterment, you have pressed it home upon 
the rest of us that a humanitarian motive is not enough,, You 
have served humanity because they have been children of God and 
Christ died for them. It is a basi c experience of religion which 
has kept you going and which has enabled you to challenge some of 
us to make a better fight than otherwise would have been the case, 
Kirby, you have fought a great fight and you have kept the faith* 
And the issues which are so close to your heart are also close 
to the heart of God. There they can be left. And in His good 
way and in His good time, he will bring them to pass and you and 
I will see some of the travail of our souls and be satisfied. 





I know of hundreds of college students, who because they came 
Into touch with your personality-, are better men and women 
than otherwise they would have been. I know of many 
ministers whose consciences have been awakened when they 
felt the touch of your influence. There is a more wholesome 
type of life on many a campus, because you cared. And in 
these days when the going is not easy, I trust these 
memories of your past usefulness will prove a veritable 
bulwark to you. 

This note is not to try to write a history of your past lifej 
It is just to say that life is a more inspiring thing for 
me when I review some of the courage and some of the 
sacrifice with which you have carried out your mission. 

The joyous declaration of an- ethical religion in terms of 
commitment to Christ, has humbled me, inspired me and then 
challenged me. Do accept my unfeigned appreciation for all 
that you have done and meant to vital religion throughout 
your useful career. And if you do not travel about as much 
as in former times, may you ever keep alive in your heart 
the glorious awareness that Christ has used you, you have 
been Christ 1 s man, and that you are surrounded by the spirit 
of gratitude of vast numbers in whose salvation you have 
shared. 

Your past has been great and good. May the future treat you 
kindly and be even better.
